The State received very few
comments and is currently reviewing them. A
summary of the Renewal comments and the responses
will be posted soon.

o CMS sent SCDHHS a 5t round of RAI questions for the
ID/RD Renewal on January 17, 2017, and we continue
to address this ongoing process.

Key takeaways (Kelly’s notes):

e Vermont’s population is slightly bigger than Greenville
County — their state has a much more “community” feel
to it. Their philosophy to serving individuals with
intellectual and/or development disabilities is different
from SC’s.

e The Vermont system seems to only focus on serving
what we here in SC would call the people on our
“Critical list”

e There do not appear to be clearly defined successful
outcome measures (of services provided) for the
individuals they do serve; however, they do provide
one-to-one staffing

e Residential settings are largely foster (similar to the CTH
| model)

e There may be things that SC could do for HCBS
compliance that Vermont does; there may also be
things SC should not do for HCBS compliance that
Vermont does. It is always good to learn from other
states!

Settings Site Visits

e Kelly shared that the Public Consulting Group (PCG) was
staying on track with its timeline to start site visits in
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March. During February, it will be doing pilot site visits
and will reach out to providers to arrange those.

e Kelly emailed the various provider agencies contracted
with DDSN to inform them of the site visits and included
an introduction letter signed by both Director Soura and
Dr. Buscemi.
